2. Becaufe the fettled State of Affairs at 
home, and the great Duty and Affestion his 
Majefty’s Subjects have fhéwn to him upon 

B all Occafions, “fhould, ih our Opinicn, be a 
full Anfwer toall Arguments that can be drawn 
to juftify the keeping up fo great a Number of 
Troops, from any Apprehenfions of a Pre- 
tender to the Throne. For, if the prefene 
Circumftances of this Nation be compared with 
the Situation of Affairs after the Treaty of 
Ryfewick, or that of Utrecht, thefe Kingdoms 
will be found infinitely more fecure in that 
Particular. Inthe \firft Period of Time, the 
late King James was living, who had an Inj 
Army in his Pay, in France; many of his 
old Servants and Soldiers were then alive, and 
attive in England and Scotland; a potent 
Prince and Nation always fupporting him, and 
ready, atany Timé, to arm in his Caufe. As . 
_ to the fecond Period of Time, the Pretender 
was in the’ Ne'ghhourhocd of France, That 
French King who had maintain’d him and his 
Family, was ftill living) and the Proteftant 
Succeffion had rot then taken Place; yet in 
both thefe Points of Time, half the Number 
of ‘Troops allow’d by the p-efent Bill was not. 
only thought, but, by Experience, found fuf- 
ficient for our Security: How little Fovndation 
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then does there feem to be for continuing fuch 
a Number of Forces at this Juncture, when 
the Pretender has been long removed beyond 
the Alps, and a Prince on the Throne cf 
France, who feems more intent to make his 
cewn Dominions fourith by Trade, than, out 
of a reftlefS Ambition, to difturb his Neigh- 
beurs!

3. Becaufe it has hitherto been thought the 
Happinefs of our Situation, as an Ifland, that 
we have not had the fame Occafion fora Num- 
ber of Trceps, to defend us, as thofe on the 
Continent. To prevent the Inroads of their 
Neighbours, they have been oblig’d to keep up 
Standing Armies, which have generally been 
the Caufe of the Lois of their Liberties, and 
always proved the fure Means cf fixing their 
Chains upon them. 

4- Becaufe we are fully convinced, that his 
Majefly will eign the more firmly in the 
Hearts of all his Pe-ple, the more he places 
h.s Confidence inthem; and we cenceive it to 
be an Indignity to him, to fuggeft, that he 
caunot now be fecure on the Throne, without 
the Affiftance cf a greater ftanding Force, 
than even his Royal Father was contented 
with, in the Time of lefs Tranquillity.

4. Becaufe fuch a Number of Soldiers, dif- 
pers’d in Quarters throughout the Kingdom, 
may cccafion great Hardthips, and become 
very grievcus to the People, “ and thereby 
caufe, or increafe, their Difaffe@tion, and 
will, probably, ruin many of his Majefty’s 
good Subje&s, on whom they fhall be quarter’d,

1. Becaufe the Officers employed in the 
Cuftoms, in the Excife, in other Branches of 
the Revenues, and in other Pofts of the pub- 
lick Service, are already vaftly numerous ; 
they, compofe, in Effett, a fecond Standing 
Army, and are, perhaps, in fome Refpects, 
more dangerous than that Body of Men pro- 
perly fo called: The Influence which they 
have in Elections of Members to ferve in Par- 
liament has been too often felt to be denied ; 
and we prefume, that Examples are not hard to 
find, where the military Forces have been 
withdrawn to create the Appearance of 2 ffte 
Eleétion, and the ftanding civil Forces of this 
Kind have been fent to take that Freedom 
away. Should we fuffer this Invafion on’ the 
C Freedom of Ele‘tions to continue, much more 
to increafe, it will-be eafy, in our Opinion,

1. Becaufe this Tax hath been found, by 
long Experience, to be moft grievous to the 
Subje@ ; for which Reafon the Parliament, 
upon the Recommendation of his Maijefty 
from the Throne, chofé to repeal this, as the 
moft oppreffive Part of the Sinking Fund, 
for the Eafe and Relief of the Subject. It 
may therefore feem very extracrdinary, that in 
fo thort a. Time, before the People have re- 
ceived much Bénefit from it, in a Time of 
Peace, and without any Neceffity (that appears 
to us) and when the Supply might be railed 
with lefs Charge and Inconvenience within the 
Year. we fhould have Recourfe to a Tax too 
odicus and cppreffive to be continuéd, even for 
the Payment of the National Dett. 

2. Becaufeé we have Reafon to believe the 
Parliament Would not have cut off fuch a

fent for him to officiate at his Coro- 
nation, and afterwards fuffer’d him 


to govern the Kingdom in fo arbitra- 


ry a Manner, that the moft confidera- 


ble Barons united in a Confederacy 
againft him, demanding his Removal 


and Banifhment. ‘The King com- 


ply’d, but afterwards his 
3 Por- 
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Promife by making him Governor 
of Ireland; and foon recall’d him to 
a publick Tournament, where he in- 
folently eclips’d the principal Nobili- 
ty by his Equipage, Companions and 
Guards. The Lords again attack'd 
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been, in Oppofition to the repeated 
Initances of his Parliament ; and after 
frequent Prevarications with them, 
ended his Reign firft, and his Life 
afterwards, in the fame tragical Man. 
ner. He received the Earl of Sufalt 


him in Parliament, and appointed A and the D. of Jre/and, the. one from 


Commiffioners, call’d Ordainers, for 
the better Government of the State, 
and the King’s Houfhold, one of 
whofe Regulations was the perpetual 
Banifhment of Gaveffon; which the 
King was obliged to conform to, but 
foon recall’d him again, withovt con- 
fulting the Ordainers; whom Gave/ffon 
infulted, telling them publickly that 
be knew the Price of every Peer in the 
Kingdom, except two or three. Upon 
this they impeach’d him in Parlia- 
ment, particularly, of baving alie- 
nated the King’s Affections from bis 
People, fo as to make bim flight their 
Advice, and for baving remov'd all 
faithful Counfeliors, and plac'd only 
bis own Creatures about the King. 
But finding the King refolv’d to fup- 
port him, they rofe in Arms, took 
the Favourite by Force out of his 
Hands, and ftruck off his Head by 
their own Authority. 

The King was oblig’d to defire an 
Accommodation with the Confederate 
Lords, faid to be no lefs than 468. 
But he foon fubjefted himfelf to ano- 
ther arbitrary Minifter, Hugh Spencer, 
who having got himfelf made Earl of 
Gloucefter, and his Father Earl of 
WincheRer, govern'd the Kingdom as 
infolently as his Predeceflor Gaveffon. 
The Barons again took (rms, de- 
manding the Banifhment of the two 
Spencers. The King was forc’d to 
fubmit, but foon refum’d his Concef- 
fions. ‘Thefe repeated Violations of 
the Royal Faith broke all Confidence 
between the Barons and the King, 
and pav'd the Way to his Depoftion 
and Murder, foon after perpetrated by 
Mortimer and his own Queen, in the 
moft cruel and inhuman Manner. - 

Richard Il. was govern'’d by his 
Favourites jah as Edward Il. had

the Profecution of his Parliament, 
and the other from the Difpleafure of 
the People, to increas’d Affeétion and 
Truft, (fays Sir Robert Howard, in 
his Parallel between thefe two Reigns.) 
He had forc’d all his People to be in 


B the Nature of Traitors, and compell'd 


them to purchafe as it were, the 
Name of Swbjeéts; while none 
feem'd to be fo to him, but his de/pes 
rate Minifters, that needed the Par- 
don molt. ——— When he refign’d his 
Crown, he appear’d moft like a King, 
and made it evident that he might 
have been an excellent Prince, had 
not his Minifters reign’d more than be. 

Henry VI. came to the Crown, 
when an Infant of nine Months old; 
but the noble Qualities of his two 
Uncles, the Dukes of Bedford and 


D Ghucefters fapply'd all the Defeéts of 


his Minority for feveral Years. The 
firft was Regent of France, and was 
perfeétly like his Brother (Henry V.) 
in all his Aétions taking him for his 
Pattern; and died in 1435, about 13 
Years after the Acceffion of his Ne- 


E phew. Humpory, Duke of Gloucefters 


manag’d Affairs at home, with {uct 
Integrity and fultice, as not only 
made him moft popular, while living; 
but fo much endear'd his Me- 
mory to all fucceeding Generations, 
that he has been always diftinguifhed 


by the Title of the Good Duke of 


Gloucefter. He was privately mur- 
der'd in 1447, falling a Sacrifice to 
the Queen and her Favourites, who 
govern'd the King ever afterwards, 
till they had compleated his Ruin, 4s 
well as theirown. The two princi 
, were Cardi- 
nal Beaufort, Bp. of Wincbeffer, and 
great Uncle to the King, and Willian 
De la Pole, Duke of Suffolk, who 
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being favour’d by the King againit 
the repeated Remonitrances of the 
Parliament, became fo odious to the 
People, that the King was at laft 
fore’'d to banifh him-for five Years; 
and taking Ship in Swffo/k, in order 
to pals into France, he was met 
Englifp Man of War, 
which carried him to Dover Sands, 
and there chopt off his Head. Graf- 
tonfays, that be was notorious for en- 
ryching bimfelf with the Kynges Goods 
and Lands, gathering together and mak- 
ing a Monopoly of Offices, Fees, Wards 
and Farms, by Revjon whereof the Kyng’s 
Eftate tas greatly mynifbed and decay- 
ed, and He and bis Kin bighly exalted 
and enryched. The King was after- 
wards goverii’d in ‘the fame Manner 
by his Queen and the D. of Somer/et, 


&c. till at Jaft the whole Houfe of o 


Lancafer was involv’d in the Ruin, 
which the 9, and her Miniffers had 
brought about by their Conduét.

thorough Reformation in Religion, 
or from an idle Fondnefs for the 
fpeculative Notions of an unbounded 

iberty, were in their Hearts Re- 
publicans, and had a thorough Ha- 
tred of Monarchy. I fhall not en- 
quire here, what Kind of Minifter 
Strafford. was; but from the Reluc- 
tance with which the King gave him 
up, it may be obferved, he then 
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weaken him, by ftriking firf at his 


Servants. 

But we can give feveral Inftances 
of Princes, who made their Reigns 
uneafy to themfelves by giving up 
good, Minifters; as Charles II. who 

A having withdrawn his Proteétion from 
that honeft and able Minifter, the Earl 
of Clarendon, was all his Life after 
ferv'd by fuch People as his very Ene- 
mies would have recommended tohim. 

The Miniffers or Favourites men- 

. tion’d by the Craft/man were gene- 
rally condemn’d without legal Pro- 
cefs, and the Proofs of their Crimes 
lay in the Clamours of their Enemies; 
fo that there is ftill Reafon to hefitate 
before we pronounce them guilty, all 
Circumftances confider’d. Their 
Characters alfo, which are tranf- 
mitted down to us, are what were 
drawn by their Enemies. 

Upon the Whole, he is to be 
efteemed a wife and prudent Prince, 
who’chufes for his Counfellors, Men 
who in his Predeceffor’s Time had 
gain'd Experience, and whole Fide- 
lity he had Opportunities to be con- 
vine'd of. Such Princes are generally 
found among the great and happy 
ones in all Hiftories; and fuch in our 
own we read of, by the Names of 
Edward \.

OW can a Prince always chufe 

well fuch as he employs, when 
Mens Difpofitions and Abilities are fo 
ealily miftaken? How deceitful are 
Appearances! How falfe ate Mens 
Profeffions ! How uncertain and va- 
riable their Humours and their 
Minds! Even among Soldiers, fome 
are brave one Day and Cowards ano- 
ther, as great Captains have told me. 

Befides, Princes or States cannot 
run into every Corner of their Do- 
minions, to look out Perfons fit for 
them or the Publick. They mutt for 
the moft Part fee with the Eyes, and 
hear with the Ears of other Men, or 
elfe chufe among fuch fmall Numbers 
as are moit in their Way; and thefe 
are fuch generally as are better Ser- 
vants to themfelves than the Go- 
vernment. 

Again, fome Ages produce many 
great Men, and few great Occafions; 
other Times raife great Occafions, 
and few or no great Men: And that 
fometimes happens to a Country, 
which was faid by the Fool of Brede- 
rode; who going abotit the Fields, 
with the Motion of one fowing Corn, 
was ask’d, What he fow’d? He faid, 
I fow Fools: ‘T’other reply’d, Why 


do you not fow wife Men? Why, G 


faid the Fool, Cet que la Terre ne les 


porte pas, B , 
bed By ecaufe the Ground won't 


Now- when, upon apy of thefe 
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Occafions, Complaints and Difcon- 
tents are fown among well-meaning 
Men, they are fure to be cultivated 
by others that are ill and interefted, 
and who by the Good and Service of 
the Publick mean nothing but their 
Aown. They make Fears pais for 

Dangers, and Appearances for Truth; 

reprefent Misfortunes for Faults, and 

Mole-Hills for Mountains. 

From thefe Seeds grow popular 
Commotions, and at lait Seditions, 
which often determine either in fet- 

B ting up fome Tyranny at home, or 
in bringing in fome Conqueft from 
abroad. For the Animofities of the 

Fa@tions grow fo great, that they 

will fubmit to any Power, rather 

than yield to an oppofite Party; like 

a great Man, whoupon fucha Con- 
Cc ore faid, If he muit be eaten up, 

e would rather it fhould be by 

Wolves than Rats. 
It imports little, from what {mall 
Springs Faction firft arifes. That of 
the Prafini and Veneti: was as fatal at 
D Conftantinople, as that of the Gue/phs 

and Giéellins in Italy; tho’ one began 
only about two Theatres, call’d the 
Blue and the Sea-Green; whereas 
t’other pretended the Right of in- 
vefting Bifhops to be in the Empe- 
ror, or the Pope. 

This being the State of Mankind, 
the Fortunes and Dignities of Princes 
and great Minifters are rather to be 
pity’d than envy'd, and their venial 
Faults, or at leaft their Misfortunes, 
to be excus’d. 

Now under thefe ill Profpeéts, the 
F firft Safety of Princes and States lies 
in avoiding all Defigns of Innovation 
jn antient and eftablifhed Forms and 
Laws, efpecially concerning Liberty, 
Property and Religion. ‘The /econd, 
in purfuing the common Interelt of 
the Nation, without efpoufing any 
Party or Faétion; or if thefe are 
fo form’d, that they miuft. incline 
to one or other, woe Sas ays the 
moft lar, or where greateft 
or rongef Part of the People are

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engaged. For, as the End of Go- 


vernment feems to be Sa/as Populi, 
fo the Strength of the Government 
is the Confent of the People; whence 
that Maxim of Vox Populi Vox Det.

motions and Difcontents. How 
they have been fince reviv’d and im- 
prov'd, and for what Ends, let thofe 
anfwer, either to God or Man, who 
have been the Authors of fuch wife 


ducing the Cuftoms and Habits of A Counfels and noble Defigns. ’Tis 


Induftry and Parfimony; for the 
Idle and Expenfive are dangerous 
from their Humours or Necefiities. 
The /a? confilts in preventing Dan- 
gers from abroad: For foreign Dan- 
gers raife Fears and Jealoufies at 
home; and nothing makes a Difcon- 
tent or Sedition fo fatal at home as 
the Profpeét of an Invafion from 
abroad. 

I cannot leave this Subje& of po- 
pular Difcontents, without bewail- 
ing, how often our unfortunate 
Country has been infefted by them, 
and their fatal Confequences. Thefe 
made Way for the Roman, Saxon, 
and Norman Conquelts. Thefe made 
fo great Defolations in the Barons 
Wars, till the Time of Edward III. 
And thefe involv’d the Nation in per- 
petual Civil Wars, from Richard I. 
to Henry VII. between the two 
Rofes, or the Races of Yort and 
Lancafler. Under Henry VIII. be- 
gan the Differences in Religion, 
which tore the Nation into two 
mighty Faétions, which ftruggl'd with 
various Events till the Spani/f> Inva- 
fion in 1588. And before the End 
of Q. Elizabeth's Reign, began a 
new Faction in the State, under 
Pretence of a farther Reformation in 
Religion; which increafing in Num- 


ber and popular Vogue, all the Reign F 


of K. Fames, occafion’d the Court 
to endeavour the introducing into the 
Church and State fome Opinions the 
molt contrary to thofe of the Puritans; 
as that of Divine Right in Kings, 
and Pafive Obedience in the Subjects. 
Thefe Opinions or Prenteces fo di- 
vided the Nation, as to produce 
thofe long Mileries, and fatal Revo- 
Jutions between 1641 and 1660; 
when his Majefty’s happy Reftoration

The third is, a Provifion for the 
better employing thofe vaft Sums of 
Money, which are either rais’d year- 
ly, or beftow'd freely, for the Main- 
tenance of the Poors great Part of 
which is now embezzled, lavith’d, 
or feafted away by Colleétors, €¥c. 

Some more effeétual Way fhould 
alfo be found out for fupprefling 
Thefts and Robberies. The fangui- 
nary Laws in this Cafe, as they are 
not of antient Date, fo they feem 
not to agree with the Mildnefs of our 
Government. Nor have they prov’d B 
effeétual, nor is it to be expected 
they ever fhould, ina Nation, whofe 
Charadter is, to be more fearlefs of 
Death and Dangers than any other, 
and more impatient of Labour or 
Hardthips. Hence the Care of the 
Belly is obferv’d to be the moft ne- 
ceflary Piece of Conduét in the Com- 
mander of an Englifh Army, who 
will never fail of fighting well, if 
they are well fed. Wherefore, it 
fhould feem more likely to prevent 
Thefts and Robberies, to change the 
Punifhment by fhort and eafy Deaths 
into fome others of painful, labori- 
ous and uneafy Lives, &7c.

But our Cafe is, God be 
thanked, very much mended. The 
Lands of England are worth about 
20,000,000 /. a Year; and there are 
in England about 8,000,000 of Peo- 
ple; who one with another are 
maintain’d at about. 10/4. per Head 
(Sir William Petit reckon’d them at 
7 4. per Head in Charles Il’s Time }) 
ig that we confume near 80,000,000/. 
a Year, which great Expence mutt 
be fupported by Yrade and Labour, 
which is both the Cau/e and Conj- 
quence of Trade; for Trade not only 
fupports. People who have no Land 
of their own, nor rent any, but is 
the fole Cauje of the prefent high

Dihen every Man .may tax. himéelf, 


and pay juft what he pieajes. Be- 
fides, a great many, who now {pend 
more than they ought, will then be 
brought to confder, which is the 
firft Step to Wifdom; and the 
lower Sort, when they muft pay fo 
much to the Government for the 
Luxuries of Tea, Coffee, Wine, 
fine Linnen, Cambricks, and other 
Follies of Life. will be brought to 4 
Senfe of their Extravagance. So that 
if the onourable Gentleman intends 
to take off, by Degrees, the Taxes 
on Soap, Candles, and Salt, Sc. and 
Strong-Beer too, (which is become 
neceflary to the poor labouring Peo- 
ple) and will raife the Supplies. by 4 
General Excife upon’ the Luxuries

‘Fefus, eftablith’d equal Falthood, as-he or his 
Apottles had eftablith’¢ Truth. “T'was Power 
that impos’d Purgatory, Tranfubfiantiation, 
Infallibility, and implicit Belief; that intro- 
duc'd falfe Miracles and hying Wonders ; that B 
cuth’d Wicklifé, who was doing the Work of 
Luther in earlier Days; and that hid the 
Purity of the Gofpel fo long from our Eyes. 

Who then would be for employing Power 
againft Knowledge? for exerting Authority 
againft Enquiries, and punifhing Men for their 
Opinions? The fame Frauds and Mitchiefs 
may again be repeated; a future Socrates be C 
murder’d, and another Wickliffe perfecuted. 
Why are all Letters and liberal Arts ibi 
in the Tarkifo Empire? Nothing elfe can fup- 
port fuch a Government, fince none but the 
moft ignorant and blind Dewotees can ever be 
Mabhometan Slave» "Tis the fame Cafe among 
the Popi/b Priefs ; an Order, who pretend a 
Commiffion to preach againft the Vices of all 
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Men, yet boldly demand to be eafp in their 
own ; and therefore forbid all the Scrutiniés of 
Truth, calling to their Aid the awful fecular 
Arm: But where the pure Chriftian Religion is 
taught, this muft be abhorr’d and avoided ; 
otherwife there would be no Difference between 
Popery and Protefantifm, 

Before the Reformation, Knowledge was 
fhamefully fupprefs’d among us; and when it 
was carrying on, the Legiflature found no better 
Way, than to encourage Letters: It was there- 
fore they remitted the Pains of Felony to thofe 
who could write and read as Clerks; fince the 
only Way to reform the Church, was to make 
Men as knowing as the Clergy. 

Our prefent moft excellent Adminiftration 
defire no better Support than Knowledge and 
good Senfe ; and Multitudes honour and refpeét 
them, and are their Friends, for their Tender- 
nefs to Liberty. We remember what were 
the Meafures of former Reigns, how the Li- 
berty of the Prefs was abolifh’d, and that of the 
Subjeét fu/pended; how Furies were corrupted, 
or aw’d, and Fudges made mere Inftruments 
of Power: But it is to our glorious Rewolution 
and vindi€tive Parliaments that we owe our 
prefent Happinefs ; that the Publick is equally 
adminifter’'d, and Power fairly divided. Let 
us then unite in the common Caufe againft all 
the Friends of Opprefiion and Ignorance, fo 
fhall we find our Struggles fuccesful. The 
Truth is great, and will prevail.
